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ORDER REMANDING TO EXAMINER 



Appellants filed an amendment on April 7, 2000 (Paper No. 
11). The examiner has indicated in an advisory action filed 
April 18, 2000 that the amendment filed April 1, 2000, would be 
entered. A review of the file reveals that the amendment was not 
physically entered. Appropriate correction is required. 

Additionally, on April 25, 2002, appellants filed an 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) (Paper No. 19) . It is not 
clear from the record whether the examiner considered the IDS 
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submitted or whether the examiner notified appellants of why 
their submission did not meet the criteria set forth in 37 CFR 
§§ 1.97 and 1.98. 

Accordingly, it is
